Blue bins 


Households across South Cambridgeshire will be taking delivery of their new blue bin 
between 31 August and 6 October. The blue bin will replace the green box scheme and 
be an easier and cheaper way of collecting dry recyclables. Collections will take effect 
from Monday 11 October. If residents have not received their blue bin by Wednesday 6 
October they are asked to contact the Council on 03450 450 063. 

The new blue bin will enable households to recycle up to 90% of their rubbish, meaning less waste will go to 
costly and ever-decreasing landfill. The new service will also prove a more cost-effective way of collecting and 
recycling waste with an estimated saving of £400,000 by the third full year of operation. On delivery, residents 
are asked to be aware that the blue bin lids may not close properly due to the way in which they were 
stacked for storage. The lid should settle after a week or so. 


The blue bin will be for the dry recyclables that residents currently place in their green boxes, including plastic 
bottles, glass bottles and jars. and food and drinks cans, as well as new materials, including plastic pots, tubs, 
trays, film (e.g. carrier bags and clean food wrapping) and cartons (e.g. tetra packs). Residents will also now be 
asked to place cardboard in the blue bin for recycling, instead of in the green bin for composting. Items 
must be placed loose in the blue bin (not in plastic bin bags or other containers) and should be rinsed to remove 
any risk of food contamination. 
The blue bin will come with an inner caddy specially designed to keep paper (which includes magazines, directo- 
ries, envelopes and junk mail) separate from the rest of the recycling. This is because paper is more valuable 
when it is kept separate. Residents are asked to keep the caddy in the blue bin as it prevents people from 
heavy lifting and does not need to be removed. 
The blue bin will be delivered with an information pack, which will be placed in the caddy, giving residents all 
the information they need about the new recycling service. In the pack residents will find a battery bag for 
recycling domestic batteries. This will need to be put out for collection with the blue bin and will be replaced 
each time it is used. There will be clear instructions on the bag to demonstrate how it needs to be attached to the 
bin. If residents successfully manage to fill their blue bin, excess dry recyclables will be collected when placed in 
a returnable container and left alongside the bin. Similarly, excess paper will be collected when kept separate and 
left in a returnable container alongside the blue bin. 
The green bin will continue to be used for garden and food waste. Residents are asked not to put card- 
board and paper in the green bin any longer and to put this in the blue bin for recycling instead. The black 
bin will now only be for waste that cannot be recycled or composted. Excess black and green bin material cannot 
be collected. Residents are asked to take it to the recycling centre at Milton or Thriplow. 
The majority of residents will not experience a change to their collection day. There may, however, be a small 
change to the time of some collections so residents are reminded to ensure their bins are out by 7 am on their 
designated day of collection. Residents are welcome to keep their green boxes if they have a use for them. For 
those residents not wanting to keep them, there will be drop off points at Morrisons Cambourne, Tesco Bar Hill, 
Tesco Fulbourn or Tesco Milton where they will be picked up and sent for recycling.

Find Out What Your Baby Is 
Thinking And Avoid Toddler

My brother is deaf and when his 
first baby arrived in 1997, even 
though the baby was hearing he 
naturally used simple signs along 
with speech to communicate with 
him. It was amazing how much a 
baby could communicate before 
speech — asking for a drink and biscuit soon after he’d 
learnt to sit and signing all of the objects in his A-Z 

baby book long before he could say the words. 

Fast forward 13 years and baby signing has become 
widely adopted in the hearing world too. I found the 
“Sing and Sign” approach the most appropriate, as the 
signs are mainly based on Makaton with a few from 
BSL and ASL — babies will most easily copy the signs 
that are the simplest to form with their tiny 
hands. Classes provide a fun and sociable way for 
parents to learn the signs while the babies enjoy the 
singing. 

“Sing and Sign” classes are recommended from 4- 
6 months up to 18 months as a guideline. Even very 
young babies can show obvious recognition of 
something you are telling them with baby signing. 
Babies start to sign back anywhere from around 
7 months old and toddlers use signs to support clear 
speech development. I started at 3 months with my 
baby; now at 9 months he’s signing ‘milk’, ‘drink’ and 
‘more’. It is a wonderful moment the first time your 
baby signs back! 

Baby signing has been shown in studies, but more 
importantly in practice, to advance speech develop- 
ment. Toddlers who have learnt baby signing com- 
monly have a wider vocabulary than their peers and 
become less frustrated because they can tell you what 
they want!

CRICKET CLUB 


Getting a century on two legs is hard enough, but Craig Driver managed the feat on one after 
suffering an injury at the start of his innings against Saffron Walden III. With Paul Stimpson 
acting as a runner for all but the first two runs, Driver smashed 121 to set up Bar Hill’s victory. 
A good bowling performance then saw the wickets shared around to complete the win by a 
margin of 112 runs. 

Nathan Dean, Martin Haslop and David Cullum played vital innings as Cokenach were beaten. Dean hit 36, 
while the other two were unbeaten on 19 and 10 respectively as they fashioned the match-winning partnership 
which took Bar Hill to the target of 150 with only two wickets left. Phil Orvis had earlier dismissed three 
opposition batsmen. 

Dean (35) and Cullum (37 not out) were among the runs again against Burrough Green, but it was Scott Stan- 
ford’s spell of 5 for 28 which sealed a 28-run win. 

Pip Dickinson hit 58 in a losing cause against Cambourne as Bar Hill went down by 42 runs, while Driver hit 61 
and Dean 44 in the 24-run defeat against Whittlesford. 

But Bar Hill were back to winning ways against league leaders Madingley in a low-scoring game. Dickinson hit 
30 and Driver 28 but Bar Hill were bowled out for only 111. But Orvis led a great all-round bowling performance 
with 3 for 14 as Madingley were in turn dismissed for 96. 

The second team have somewhat struggled for form of late, but there were still several highlights. 

Pete Howard hit 51 against Dullingham II, but he and Richard Page (4 for 13) could not prevent a three-wicket 
defeat. 

Against Cambourne II, Bar Hill came within three runs of a win which look improbable until Tom Yewbrey 
came to the crease. He smashed a brilliant 57 not out, reaching his half-century off only 26 balls, only to just 
come up short with four needed off the final ball. Barry Driver had earlier taken four wickets. 

Yewbrey was at it again with a rapid 72 against Burrough Green II, while Stuart Lambert added 54 and Paul 
Sistig 57 not out — his first half-century for the club. Their knocks enabled Bar Hill to win by 32 runs. 

There was another three-run defeat against Elsworth II, one of whose players took a hat-trick at the end to seal 
Bar Hill’s fate. David Fletcher hit 63, Paul Sandford 47 and Lambert 46, but all to no avail. 

Fletcher tumed his hand to bowling against Girton IJ, taking 5 for 17 to give Bar Hill maximum bowling points. 
But the batsmen were unable to convert that into victory, and the same was the case in the return match, in which 
Jim Neal took 4 for 36. 

We have been unable to play at the village green for several weeks because of the unsafe drainage ditches which 
opened up in the hot weather earlier in the summer. Thanks to Swavesey Village College for providing a tempo- 
tary home for the seconds and the Hills Road for helping out the firsts. 

Tickets are now on sale to members and guests for the end-of-season do on September 18 in the village hall, 
priced at £5 for adults and £2.50 for juniors. Once again, the brilliant Starfish will be providing live music. Please 
contact me on the number below if you would like a ticket.

Save water in the garden

As any keen gardeners out there will 

know, it has been a very dry year. Recent 

rainfall has helped, but East Anglia still 

faces possible restrictions if water levels 

continue to decline. 

This year’s low rainfall is a ‘hot’ topic in this country 

and around the world. Russia is currently in its worst 

drought for decades and this, along with concerns about 

the harvest in Australia and Canada, has triggered a 

recent 40% increase in grain prices. 

Below are some tips for saving water to protect your 

own plants and harvest: 

© Install a water butt, or preferably butts, to collect 
the rainwater from house and shed roofs. Many 
water companies offer them for free, or at a reduced 
price. The average roof collects about 85,000 litres 
of rain a year, so it seems a shame to let it go to 
waste! 

© Check the weather forecast before you start 
watering, as it may be due to rain. 

© Make your plants more drought resistant by 
watering them occasionally, but thoroughly. I tend 
to do this a couple of times a week by directing the 
water to the base of the plants and giving the roots a 
good soak to avoid shallow rooting, which just 
weakens the plant. 

© Let your grass grow to provide shade for the soil 
and help retain water. If your grass goes brown, it 
doesn’t mean it has died and will recover when it 
rains. 

© Using mulches such as wood chips, bark or straw 
helps prevent water evaporation, with the added 
bonus of suppressing weed growth, saving you 
water and time. 

As more of us have water metres fitted it will become 

increasingly important to find ways to save water for 

both the planet and our bank balances.
